To the citizens of Wentworth: 

The School Board, having in charge the supervision of the 

schools in town for the past year, would say in presenting _our 

report that we have endeavored to secure good teachers, and 
think as a rule we have with but two or three exceptions. Some 
of the inhabitants in some districts are much inclined to ftnd 
fault with the teacher, when, if the truth were known, the 
teacher is all right aud would inake everything a saccess if the 
parents would only teach their children to obey the rules of the 
school instead of joining with them in the plea that it is the 
teacher’s fault. 

Most of our young teachers have been very successful in the 
schools where they have taught, but it is necessary that they at- 
tend schoo! more before becoming competent to teach the larger 
and more advanced schools. We would recommend the Normal 
School for such unless they have an opportunity to enter a good 
training school, or better still, to attend both if circumstances 
will permit. 

At the commencement of the school year we offered an in- 
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ducement to the scholars, our object being to have a more regu- 
lar attendance and a promptness on being at the school house to 
enter at bell call. In some schools the result has been good, and 
in others it has done no good. We are rather inclined to censure 
the parents when pupils enter the school room at any time be- 
{ween 9 and 10 o’clock, a. m., or from 1to 1 1-2 o’clock p. m. 
The pupils in our village school are so inclined to be tardy!. A 
teacher cannot do as well by the tardy pupil, or those who are 


present at bell call even, as he or she would doif all were — 


prompt and in their seats at the moment for commencing school. 
We hope the parents will think of this and in the future co-ope- 
rate with the school board and teachers in having our pupils 
punctual when school. opens. We are grateful to those who 
have taken such a kindly interest in the schools as to visit them, 
and wish many more had have done the same. There are the 
names of 245 visitors as recorded in the register for the past 
year. The teachers have, as far as we know, carried out our 
wishes and suggestions as well as they could with the number of 
recitations they have been obliged to have. 


We have maintained seven different schools and have had 


ene hundred and seventy-five weeks of school iw all. We have > 


made some changes in text books which we think very much for 
the better, and it is necessary that more changes be made.
